Ordinarily, an artillery 
battalion has 12 to 15 canron of medium and larze calibers; less often, 
naval cannon are to be found there too, distributed between two 
batteries, The following calivers of weapons are known: 203, 153, 
152, 120, 90, and 76 millincters. 


An enzineer battalion has a communications and an engineer copany. 
fe coamunications coupany has two racio stations and a telephone 
switchboard, which is connected witr sivznal siations or the coast. 


Tie engineer company is equipped with a varicty of mechanical equipment. 
In the service section are included an aic station (Ambulanz), transpor- 
tation Section, and supply section. The aic station, of wich the 

chief is generally only a wedical student, has twenty beds. The 


transport section inciudes term mitomodiles, requisitioned meterboats, 
and horse-drawn wagons. 
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lf. The anti-aircraft battalion consists of a searchlight company, equipped 
with four searenlipnts and German radio equipment, and a battery of 
German 88 millimeter guns.
